Summary of purpose and/or changes: This legislation deals with handicapped parking 
permits, proposing to change (and extend) the expiration date of permanently issued-
parking permits issued after the operative date of the bill. 
 Since 2005 (LB 406), permanently issued handicapped parking permits issued 
after August 1 of 2005 are valid for a period ending on the last day of the month of the 
permit holder’s birthday in the third year after issuance (thus staggering the renewal 
process over the course of a full year).  
 This legislation would extend the expiration date for an additional three years for 
permits issued after January 1, 2008 (thus giving them a six year lifespan). 
 Under current law (since the passage of LB 274, 2005) it is now possible to 
possess both a handicapped parking permit issued pursuant to Chapter 18 and a 
handicapped license plate issued pursuant to Chapter 60.  Proposed new subdivision (b) 
in section 18-1740 in this bill would authorize an applicant for the renewal or issuance of 
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a permanent permit issued after January 1, 2008 to request that the DMV adjust the 
date of expiration of the permit to match the date of expiration of handicapped
